QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS  ON 
ALIEN  REGISTRATION 


The  Alien  Registration  Act  of  1940,  as 
passed  by  the  G^ngress  of  the  United  States, 
requires  all  those  who  are  not  American 
citizens  to  register  with  the  United  States 
Government  during  the  period  of  August 
27  through  December  26,  1940. 

Ill  connection  with  this  registration  pro- 
gram we  have  re<»ived  a  gieat  many  in- 
quiries pertaining  to  various  provisions  of 
the  Act.  This  pamphlet,  arranged  in  ques- 
tion and  answer  form,  attempts  to  answer 
the  questions  about  the  Alien  Registration 
program  that  have  been  asked  most  fre- 
quently. Intended  as  a  guide,  it  makes 
no  pretense  of  being  a  complete  interpreta- 
tion of  the  Alien  Registration  AcL  Per* 
sons  who  wish  more  detailed  information 
should  consult  the  official  regulations  at 
post  offices,  or  address  their  inquiries  to 
this  Division.

1.  Why  is  the  United  States  Government 
registering   and   fingerprinting  tdl 

aliens? 

So  that  the  United  States  Government  may 
know  how  many  aliens  are  within  its  bor- 
ders, who  they  are,  where  they  are,  and 
something  about  them. 

2.  Do   other   countries   require  their 
tdiens  to  register? 

Yes.  Alien  registration  has  been  a  com- 
mon practice  in  most  European  ooiintries 
for  many  years. 

3.  Who  is  an  alien? 

Generally  speaking,  any  foreign-bom  per- 
son who  has  not  become  naturalized  or 
who  has  not  acquired  citizenship  through 
others,  is  an  alien.  (For  a  more  detailed 
definition  consult  official  regulations  at 
your  post  office.) 

4.  Who  is  required  to  register? 

All  aliens,  irrespective  of  age.  Aliens  14 
years  of  age  or  over  must  register  in  person 
and  be  fingerprinted.  Aliens  under  14 
years  of  age  must  be  registered  by  a  parent 
or  guardian,  but  this  will  not  include  fin- 
gerprinting. Incompetents  who  are  aliens 
must  be  registered  by  a  guardian  or  person 
in  charge. 

5.  Must  aliens  under  14  years  of  age 
accompany  the  parent  or  guardian 

who  registers  for  them? 


No. 
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6.  Wh&ii  alien  children  reach  the  age  of 

14,  n\ust  they  register  in  person? 

Yes,  within  30  days;  and  at  that  time  they 
will  be  fingerprinted. 

7.  What  procedure  should  he  followed 
in  the  cage  of  alien  children  who 
reach  their  fourteenth  birthday  dur^ 
ing  the  regiUration  period? 

It  is  suggested  that  sudi  children  wait  imtil 

their  fourteenth  birthday  and  then  register 
in  person. 

8.  Does  long  residence  in  the  United 
States  constitute  citisenship? 

No.  A  foreign-bom  alien  remains  an  alien 
until  he  is  formally  admitted  to  citizenship 
or  acquires  citizenship  throu^  others. 

9.  Are  ail  persons  bom  in  the  United 
States  American  citizens? 

Yes,  all  persons  bom  in  the  United  States 
are  citizens,  irrespective  of  race,  unless 
they  have  lost  their  citizenship  by  swear- 
ing allegiance  to  another  country,  through 
marriage,  or  in  any  other  manner.  The 
only  persons  who  do  not  acquire  American 
citizenship  through  birth  are  those  born 
of  parrats  who  were  foreign  diplomatic 
officers  or  foreign  sovereigns  at  the  time  of 
birth.  (For  more  detailed  information 
concerning  citizenship  consult  official  reg- 
ulations at  your  post  office.) 

10.  Are  aliens  who  have  registered  un- 
der State  or  local  alien  registration 

laws  required  to  register  under  the 
Federal  Alien  Registration  Act  of 
1940? 

Yes. 
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11.  Are  aliens  holding  first  citiaenship 

papers  required  to  registeic  ond  be 
finger priiUed? 

Yes.    Such  persons  are  not  yet  citizens. 

12.  Are  aliens  in  this  country  on  a  tern' 
porary  visa  required  to  register? 

Yes.    (See  questions  21,  53,  55.) 

13.  if  a  person  becomes  a  citizen  dMring 
the  registration  period,  is  he  re- 
quired  to  register? 

No. 

14.  Should  refugees  and  refugee  chil^ 
dren  register? 

Yes.  All  noncitizens  must  register.  (See 
questions  21,  53,  54,  55.) 

15.  Does  a  foreign-horn  child  of  foreign- 
born  naturalisted  parents  who  were 
naturalized  while  the  child  was  a 
minor  have  to  register? 

Generally  speaking,  no;  but  there  are  cer- 
tain qualifications  which  may  be  found  in 
the  official  regulations  available  at  all  post 

offices. 

16.  Are  former  United  States  citizens 
who,  in  any  manner,  have  lost  their 
United  States  citizenship,  required 
to  register? 

Yes.    All  noncitizens  must  register. 
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17,  Do  citixens  of  the  United  States  con- 
victed of  crimeB  lose  their  citU 
zenship  and,  therefore,  have  to 
register? 

No.  While  United  States  citizens  may  lose 
certain  rights  and  privileges  of  citizenship 
when  they  are  convicted  of  certain  crimes, 
they  do  not  lose  their  citizenship,  and 
therefore,  do  not  have  to  register. 

18,  What  is  the  status  of  a  former  citi- 
zen of  the  United  StiOes  who  has 
sworn  allegiance  to  another  govern- 
m0nt? 

He  is  no  longer  a  citizen  and  is  required  to 
register. 

19,  if  an  aUen  is  bedridden,  either  in  his 

home  or  in  a  hospital,  how  does  he 
register? 

If  the  local  postmaster  is  notified,  suitahle 
arrangements  will  be  made  for  his  registra- 
tion at  home  or  hospital. 

20,  If  an  alien  is  confined  in  an  iiMfitif- 
tion,  how  does  he  register? 

The  local  postmaster  will  make  arrange- 
ments for  aliens  confined  in  public  ui' 
stitutions.  Ofl&cers  or  superintendents  of 
private  institutions  should  notify  the  local 
postmaster  and  he  will  make  the  proper 
arrangements. 

21,  When  must  an  alien  register  and  be 
fingerprinted? 

If  an  alien  is  in  the  United  States  on 
August  27, 1940,  and  expects  to  remain  be- 
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yond  December  26,  1940,  he  must  register 
on  or  before  the  latter  date.  If  an  ahen 
enters  the  United  States  after  August  27, 
1940,  and  expects  to  remain  for  more  than 
30  days,  he  must  register  and  be  finger- 
printed before  the  expiration  of  such  30 
days,  unless  he  registered  and  was  finger- 
printed at  an  American  consular  office 
when  he  secured  his  visa. 

22,  Where  must  an  alien  register  and  be 
finger  printed? 

,  At  any  first  or  second  class  post  office  (in- 

cluding branches)  or  at  any  post  office 
located  at  a  county  seat.  In  some  areas, 
other  public  places  may  be  officially  des- 
ignated for  registration.  If  an  ahen  is 
unable  to  appear  at  an  officially  desig- 
nated  registration  office,  he  may  apply  at 
the  post  office  which  serves  the  area  in 
which  he  resides,  and  suitable  arrange- 
ments may  be  made. 

23,  How  will  an  aUen  know  which  are 
first  imd  second  class  post  offices? 

By  asking  any  postmaster  or  letter  carrier. 

24.  Mwl  an  alien  register  at  a  post  office 
near  his  home? 

No.    He  may  register  at  any  registration 

post  office  or  at  any  public  place  officially 
designated  for  registration. 

25.  Does  anyone  have  the  right  to  tell 
an  tdien  when  or  where  he  muH 
register? 

No.  Aliens  may  register  in  any  registra- 
tion p<ist  office  or  public  place  designated 
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for  registration  and  at  any  time  they  wish 
before  the  end  of  the  registration  period, 
December  26, 1940.  (See  questions  21, 22.) 

26.  What  is  the  penalty  for  failure  to 

register? 

A  possible  fine  of  $1,000,  imprisonment  for 
6  months,  or  both. 

27.  What  is  the  penalty  for  making  false 
statements  in  registering? 

A  possible  fine  of  $1,000,  imprisonment  for 
6  months,  or  both;  and  possibly  deporta- 
tion. 

28*  Are  the  penalties  listed  in  questions 

26  and  27  applicable  to  parents  or 
guardians  of  alien  children? 

Yes.  The  same  penalties  are  appUcable. 
(See  questions  4,  5,  6.) 

29.  Can  an  aHen  get  in  advance  a  copy 
of  the  registration  questions  he  will 

be  required  to  answer? 

Yes.  Specimen  forms,  containing  the  reg- 
istration questions,  are  available  at  all  post 
oflices. 

30.  Are  specimen  forms  free? 

Yes.  All  papers  and  services  connected 
with  registration  and  fingerprinting  are 
free. 

31.  is  there  any  fee  for  registration  and 
fingerprinting? 

No.  Registration  and  fingerprinting  are 
free. 
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32.  What  steps  should  be  taken  by  an 
alien  to  register? 

(1)  Secure   specimen   registration  form 
from  any  post  office. 

(2)  Fill  out  the  specimen  form  at  home  or 
elsewhere. 

(3 )  Take  this  filled-out  form  to  any  regis- 
tration post  office  (or  public  place  of- 
ficially designated  for  registration) 
during  the  registration  period,  Au- 
gust 27  through  December  26,  1940. 
(See  questions  21,  22,  23.) 

33.  Where  can  an  alien  get  instructions 

as  to  how  to  answer  the  registration 
questions? 

The  specimen  registration  form  (see  ques- 
tion 32)  contains  both  the  registration 
questions  and  detailed  instructions  as  to 
how  to  answer  these  questions.  In  addi- 
tion, the  ahen  may  consult  with  his  post- 
master, relatives,  friends,  social  agencies, 
or  anyone  else  he  chooses.  He  may  also 
write  the  Alien  Registration  Dividon,  De- 
partment of  Justice,  Washington,  D.  G. 
(See  next  question.)  The  alien  is  cau- 
tioned, however,  to  get  all  the  help  he  may 
need  in  time  to  register  by  December  26, 
1940.  The  responsibility  of  registering  by 
that  time  rests  entirely  with  the  alien. 

34.  May  an  alien  obtain  information  as 
to  the  date  of  his  entry,  name  of 
vessel,  etc.,  by  writing  to  the  Immi- 
gration and  Naturalization  Service 
or  the  Alien  Registration  Division? 

Such  detailed  information  will  not  be 
available  from  either  office,  in  time  for  use 
in  registering.    Registrants  needing  such 
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information  should  make  inquiry  of  rela- 
tives or  friends  who  were  traveling  com- 
panions on  the  journey  to  the  United 
States  or  who  might  have  knowledge  of  the 
details  of  such  journey;  or  by  consulting 
such  relevant  documents  as  passports,  cor- 
respondence, passenger  lists,  baggage  la- 
bels.   (See  question  68.) 

35,  If   an    tdien   tdready   hm  ^^fir»i 

papers/^  is  it  necessary  for  him  to 
bring  them  along  when  he  regiUers? 

No.  It  is  not  necessary  if  he  has  filled 
out  the  sample  registration  form  in  full. 
However,  it  is  advisable  that  he  refer  to  his 
first  papers  in  filling  out  the  sample  form 
inasmuch  as  much  of  the  registration  infor- 
mation required  can  be  found  in  those 
papers. 

36,  Is  If  necessary  for  an  aiien  to  prO' 
duce  a  birth  certificate  in  order  to 
register? 

No.    However,  it  is  advisable  for  him  to 

check  with  his  birth  certificate  in  answer- 
ing the  question  dealing  with  the  d&te  and 
place  of  his  birth. 

37,  Is  it  necessary  for  the  alien  to  bring 

a  photograph  of  himself  when  he 
registers? 

No.  No  photographs  are  required  in  the 
registration. 

38,  Can  anyone  register  for  an  alien? 

No.  Every  alien  14  years  of  age  or  older 
must  register  in  person.  (See  questicms  5, 
6,  7.) 
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39.  Can  an  (Men  register  by  mail? 

No.  He  must  register  and  be  finger- 
printed in  person  at  any  post  office  or  pub- 
lic place  which  is  designated  to  register 
aUens. 

40.  Does  the  Alien  Registration  Act 
apply  to  naturalized  citisens? 

No.  Only  uoucitizens  are  required  to  reg- 
ister. 

41.  If  a  resident  of  the  United  Suoes  is 
in  doubt  as  to  his  citizenship  status, 
should  he  register? 

Yes,  provided  that  the  doubt  cannot  be 
cleared  up  during  the  registration  period. 
Registration  in  no  way  affects  citiasenship 
status. 

42.  How  may  a  person  establish  defi' 
nUely  that  his  parous  have  been 
naturalized? 

By  determining  when  and  in  what  court 
final  naturalization  papers  were  issued,  and 
applying  at  that  court  for  an  examination 
of  those  records.  It  is  likely  that  in  some 
cases  this  examination  cannot  take  place 
before  the  expiration  of  the  registration 
period,  December  26,  1940.  In  such  cases 
persons  in  doubt  about  their  citizenship 
should  register  for  their  own  protection. 
(See  question  41.) 

43.  How  can  American  c^^tens  cooper- 
ale  with  the  Alien  Registration 
program? 

By  explaining,  upon  request,  the  registra- 
tion procedure  to  aliens  of  their  acquaint- 
ance; and  by  helping  to  avoid  any  embar- 
rassment or  harassment  of  those  who 
must  register. 
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44,  How  can  aliens  best  cooper  Me  with 
the  United  Stale*  Government  in 
carrying  out  the  Alien  Registration 
program? 

By  filling  out  the  specimen  form  in  ad- 
vance (see  question  32) ;  by  registering  as 
early  as  possible;  and  by  urging  other 
aliens  to  do  the  same. 

45,  May  an  alien  be  accompanied  by  an 
interpreter  while  registering? 

Yes.  If  the  alien  doesn't  speak  English,  it 
would  be  helpful  for  him  to  bring  an  inter- 
preter, preferably  one  who  is  a  member  of 
his  family  or  a  friend.  Post  offices  will 
take  into  account  the  presence  of  foreign- 
born  groups  and  will,  wherever  possible, 
make  arrangements  accordingly. 

46,  May  an  aUen  consult  with  niatives 
or  friendSf  or  a  social  agency,  in 
arriving  at  the  correct  answers  to  the 
registration  questions? 

Yes.    He  may  consult  with  anyone. 

47,  Will  post  office  hours  be  extended  to 
permit  an  alien  to  register  without 
losing  time  from  his  work? 

Yes,  wherever  possible  and  where  local  con- 
ditions require  it,  post  oiBoes  will  make 
suitable  arrangements. 

48,  Wm  the  information  furnished  by 
the  alien  be  held  confidentiai? 

The  Alien  Registration  Act  provides  that 
all  registration  and  fingerprint  records  be 
secret  and  confidential,  and  be  made  avail- 
able only  with  the  approval  of  the  Attorney 
C^eral  of  the  United  States. 
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49,  Is  the  alien  required  to  answer  any 
questions  other  than  those  which  ap- 
pear  on  registration  and  fitter  print' 
ing  forms? 

No.  Postmasters  have  been  instructed  to 
ask  no  questions  other  than  those  which 
appear  on  the  registration  and  fingerprint- 
ing forms.    (See  question  68.) 

50,  Will  the  registered  alien  he  able  to 
prove  that  he  has  registered? 

Yes.  A  receipt  card  will  be  sent  to  every 
aUen  who  registers.  This  card  will  serve 
as  evidence  of  his  registration. 

51,  Does  an  tdien  become  a  citiausn  by 
registering? 

No.  Registration  in  no  way  affects  citizen- 
ship status. 

52,  How  long  will  it  take  the  alien  to 
register  and  be  fingerprinted? 

Registration  should  not  take  more  than  20 

to  30  minutes,  if  the  specimen  form  has 
been  made  out,  fully  and  carefully,  in  ad- 
vance.   (See  question  32.) 

53,  What  is  required  of  an  tdien,  or  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  an  alien,  after 
he  has  registered? 

The  Alien  Registration  Act,  1940,  requires 

all  resident  aliens  to  report  each  change  of 
residence  address  within  5  days  of  sacfa 
change.  Other  aliens — visitors,  students, 
and  others  not  admitted  for  permanent 

residence  in  the  United  States — ^must  re-

port  their  address  every  3  months  whether 
they  change  their  address  or  not.  Printed 

forms  for  such  address  changes  and  reports 
may  he  obtained  at  any  post  office. 

54.  If  a  person  enters  the  United  States 
as  a  permanent  resident  after  Aw- 
gust  27,  1940,  is  he  required  to 
report  his  residence  address? 

Yes.  If  such  a  person  did  not  state  his 
United  States  address  when  he  registered 
ahroad  at  the  American  consulate  or  has 
taken  an  address  other  than  the  one  he 
hsted,  he  must  report  his  residence  address 
to  the  Alien  Registration  Division,  Immi- 
gration and  Naturalization  Service,  within 
5  days  after  he  has  estahUshed  such  an 
address  in  the  United  States.  Thereafter, 
he  is  required  to  report  each  change  of 
residence  address  within  5  days  of  such 
change.    (See  question  53.) 

55,  If  a  person  enters  the  United  States 
an  a  temporary  basis  after  August 
27,  1940,  is  he  required  to  report 
his  residence  address? 

Yes.  If  such  a  person  did  not  state  his 
United  States  address  when  he  registered 
ahroad  at  the  American  consulate  or  has 
taken  an  address  other  than  the  one  he 
listed,  he  must  report  his  residence  address 
to  the  Alien  Registration  Division,  Immi- 
gration and  Naturalization  Service,  within 
5  days  after  he  has  estahlished  such  an 
address  in  the  United  States.  Thereafter 
he  is  required  to  report  his  residence  ad- 
dress every  3  months,  whether  he  changes 
it  or  not.    (See  question  53.) 
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56,  Are  alien  migratory  workers  obliged 

to  report  each  new  change  of  ad' 
dress? 

No.  The  Alien  Registration  Act  provides 
that  only  changes  of  residence  address  he 
reported.  A  change  of  residence  means  a 
change  of  permanent  dwelling  place.  An 
alien  acquires  a  new  residence  address 
when  he  moves  to  a  new  place  of  ahode 
with  the  intention  of  making  it  his  perma- 
ment  dwelling  place.  A  person  engaged  on 
a  temporary  job,  away  from  his  permanent 
residence,  is  not  ohhged  to  report  his  tem- 
porary address. 

57,  What  is  the  penalty  for  faUwure  to 
notify  the  Immigration  and  N Mural- 
issation  Service  of  any  chmige  in  resi^ 

dence  address? 

A  fine  of  $100,  30  days'  imprisonment,  or 
both. 

58,  Is  an  alien  required  to  notify  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalisation 
Service  of  any  change  in  business 
address? 

No. 

59,  WiU  tdiens  in  Alaska,  Hawaii,Puerto 

Rico,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  be  re- 
quired to  register? 

Yes.   Registration  procedure  there  will  be 

the  same  as  in  the  United  States. 

60,  Are  Filipinos  required  to  register? 

Filipinos  in  the  United  States  who  are  not 
citizens  are  required  to  register.  FiUpinos 
lu  the  PliiHppine  Islands  need  not  register. 
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61.  If  aliens^  under  misapprehefuion^ 
have  been  voting  in  locals  State^  or 
national  elections^  are  such  persons 
stiU  aliens^  and  showdd  they  register? 

Yes.  Such  persons  are  still  aliens  and, 
therefore,  must  register. 

62.  Do  noncitktens  acquire  citizenship 
when  they  are  adopted  by  American 
citizens? 

No ;  citizenship  cannot  he  derived  through 
adoption.  Aliens  who  have  been  adopted 
hy  citizens  must  register,  unless  they  have 
acquired  citizenship  in  their  own  right. 

63.  Does  an  alien  woman  who  is  mar^ 

ried  to  an  American  citizen  have  to 
register? 

If  an  alien  woman,  who  was  eligible  to 

naturalization,  married  an  American  citi- 
ssen  before  September  22, 1922,  she  became 
a  citizen  thereby  and  does  not  have  to 
register,  unless  she  has  since  lost  her  citi- 
zenship status.  An  alien  woman  who  mar- 
ried a  citizen  after  September  22,  1922  is 
still  an  alien  and  must  therefore  register, 
unless  she  has  been  naturalized  in  her  own 
right  smee  that  time. 

64.  Does  a  woman  ciiiMen  lose  her  citU 
zenship  by  marrying  an  alien? 

Women  citizens  who  married  aliens  since 
September  22,  1922,  or  prior  to  March  2, 
1907,  have  not  lost  their  citizenship  through 
marriage.  However,  if  a  woman  citizen 
married  an  alien  during  the  period  of 
March  2, 1907,  and  September  22,  1922  she 
lost  her  citizenship  unless  her  husband 
became  naturalized  during  that  period. 
(See  question  65.)  In  the  ease  of  native- 
born  American  women  who  lost  their  citi- 
zenship solely  as  a  result  of  marrying  an 
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alien  prior  to  September  22,  1922,  Con- 
gress has  specifically  repatriated  the  woman 
in  all  cases  where  either  (a)  the  marriage 
has  been  terminated,  or  (6)  the  woman 
has  lived  continuously  in  the  United  States 
since  the  date  of  her  marriage.  Such  native- 
bom  American  women  need  not,  ther^ore, 
register  in  accordance  with  the  Alien  Reg- 
istration Act.  The  repatriation  provisions 
above  referred  to  do  not  apply  to  women 
who  were  citizens  through  naturalizatiim 
at  the  time  of  their  marriage. 

65.  What  is  the  citizenship  status  of  a 

woman  citizen  who  married  an  alien 
during  the  World  War? 

Under  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Attomey  Gen- 
eral, she  lost  her  citizenship  status  as  of 
July  2,  1921,  the  official  end  of  the  United 
States'  participation  in  the  World  War,  if 
the  marriage  still  existed  on  that  date  and 
if  her  husband  had  not  become  naturalized 
before  that  date.  In  the  case,  however,  of 
native-horn  American  women.  Congress  has 
specifically  repatriated  the  woman  in  every 
instance  (a)  where  the  marriage  has  been 
terminated,  or  {h)  where  the  woman  has 
lived  continuously  in  the  United  States 
since  the  date  of  her  marriage.  (See  ques- 
tion 64.) 

66.  Will  registration  take  place  publicly 
in  post  offices? 

Postmasters  will  arrange  to  register  aliens 
as  privately  as  possible. 

67.  Why  should  an  alien  who  is  in  this 

country  illegally  register  instead  of 
^'taking  a  ehance^^  on  not  being  de- 
lected? 

There  are  reasons  why  such  an  alien  should 
register.    By  not  registering,  he  (a)  suh- 
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jects  himself  to  prosecution,  the  imposition 
of  a  fine  and  imprisonment;  (6)  he  preju- 
dices his  position  as  a  possible  subject  for 
the  exercise  of  the  discretionary  powers 
vested  in  the  Attorney  General  under  the 
Immigration  laws  with  respect  to  suspen- 
sion of  deportation  and  other  matters;  (c) 
he  prejudices  his  position  with  respect  to 
possible  eligibility  for  naturalization;  and 
(d)  he  also  prejudices  his  position  with 
respect  to  other  laws  of  the  United  States. 
(Many  aliens  who  entered  the  United 
States  illegaly  prior  to  July  1,  1924,  can 
have  their  entry  legalized  in  accordance 
with  the  law  enacted  on  August  7,  1939.) 

68.  if  an  alien  is  unable  to  answer  a 
qMiestion  or  any  part  of  a  question^ 
what  does  he  do? 

If  he  has  exhausted  every  means  at  his 

command  to  secure  the  Information,  lie 
may  state  ^^Don't  know." 

69.  May  Czechs,  Poles,  and  other  peo- 
ple* who  are  citiasens  or  subjects  of 
nations  recently  invaded,  answer 
question  4  in  the  registration  form 
with  the  name  of  the  cowmtry  which 
tMW  invaded,  rather  than  with  the 
name  of  the  invading  nation? 

Yes.    Poles  and  Casechs,  for  example,  may 

answer  question  4  with  "Poland"  and 
^^Czechoslovakia." 

70.  What  questions  will  ail  aliens  14 
years  or  older  be  required  to  an- 
swer?

States,  and  length  of  time  alien  in- 
tends to  remain? 

(9)  Occupation  and  employer? 

(10)  Membership  in  clubs,  organiza- 
tions, or  societies? 

(11)  Military  or  naval  service? 

(12)  Citizenship  status  in  the  United 
States  (first  papers,  etc.)  ? 

(13)  Close  relatives  living  in  the  United 
States? 

(14)  Criminal  record? 

(15)  Affiliation  with  organizations  "de- 
voted in  whole  or  in  part  to  in- 
fluencing or  furthering  the  politi- 
cal activities,  public  relations,  or 
public  policy  of  a  foreign  govern- 
ment?" 

(16)  Name  of  nearest  relative  or  person 
to  be  notified  in  case  of  emergency? 

(17)  Have  you  ever  been  fingerprinted? 
When?  Where? 
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71.  What  questions  will  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  aliens  under  14  he  re* 
quired  to  answer  in  their  hehtdf? 

All  questions  except  6, 10, 11, 14, 15, 16  and 
17.  Under  question  9  the  parent  or  guard- 
ian registering  an  alien  under  14  years  of 
age  will  state  his  own  name,  address,  and 
business.  Under  question  12,  the  informa- 
tion on  status  of  citizenship  proceedings 
should  be  given  with  respect  to  either  par- 
ent of  the  alien  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions. 
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
